DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/576,443 on 
July 2, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-8, 13-16, and 19-20 are allowed. 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The prior 
art of record fails to show or render obvious the planetary transmission as claimed, and 
particularly including a largest diameter portion of the hub includes the centering collar and an 
external tooth locking arrangement is located adjacent the centering collar and the sliding collar 
engages, upon movement of the sliding collar to the second position, both the external tooth 
locking arrangement and the centering collar, and including the remaining structure of claims 6 
and 14, respectively. The present invention also particularly includes an external tooth 
arrangement is located adjacent the centering collar on a largest diameter section of the hub and, 
upon movement of the sliding collar to the second position, both the external tooth arrangement 
and the centering collar engage with the sliding collar to facilitate transmission of drive to the 
internal gear, and including the remaining structure of claim 20.
